You are hereby notified that the Annual Town Meeting of the Town of 
Lyme, New Hampshire, will be held at the Laura Barnes School Auditorium on 
Tuesday, March 12, 1985, at nine o'clock A.M., to act upon the following 
subjects: 


Polls will open for voting by ballot for the election of Town officers, 
under Article 1, at 9:00 A.M. and will close at 6:00 P.M., unless the Town 
votes to keep the polls open to a later hour. All other Articles will be 
considered at the business meeting which will start at 9:00 A.M. 


ARTICLE 1. To vote by a non-partisan ballot for the following Town 
officers: 


One Selectman to serve for a term of three years; 

One Selectman to serve for a term of two years; 

Town Clerk to serve for a period of three years; 

Overseer of Public Welfare to serve for a term of one year; 
Road Agent to serve for a term of one year; 

One Trustee of Trust Funds to serve for a term of three years; 


Three members of the Budget Committee to serve for terms of three 
years; 


One member of the Budget Committee to serve for a term of one year; 
Three Library Trustees to serve for terms of three years; 


Two members of the Recreation Committee to serve for terms of three 
years; 


One member of the Planning Board to serve for a term of three years; 
One member of the Planning Board to serve for a term of two years; 
One Auditor to serve for a term of two years; 


Sexton to serve for a term of one year. 
And such other Town officers as may be required by law. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and authorize with- 
drawal from the Revenue Sharing Fund, established under the provisions of 
the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 as amended, in the amounts and 
for the purposes indicated, namely: 


A. $14,000 for a police cruiser; 

$800 for two grass/brush trimmers; 

$800 for equipment for the vault; 

$1,500 for a 1,000-gallon tank for diesel fuel; 
$3,000 for an update of the tax maps; 

$4,450 for a snowplow and wing; 

$500 for voting booths;

I. $1,200 for two radios for the Highway Department;

and, further, to authorize the Selectmen to make pro-rata reductions in 
the amounts if estimated entitlements are reduced, or take any other action 
herein. (Recommended by the Budget Committee.) 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and make payment 
to the following Capital Reserve Funds: 


A. Equipment Reserve Fund - $30,000; 


B. Emergency Equipment Rebuild Fund - $3,000; 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee.) 


C. Bessie M. Hall Fire Department Capital Reserve Fund - $4,300, 
as previously voted by the Town Meeting of 1983. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate funds and authorize 
the withdrawal of such funds from the Capital Reserve Funds for the purposes 
set forth in the budget as submitted by the Budget Committee as follows: 


A. From the Equipment Reserve Fund up to $30,000 for a truck for the 
Highway Department; 


B. From the Equipment Reserve Fund up to $1,226 for computer software 
and data processing; 


From the Bridge Reserve Fund up to $22,000; 
From the Emergency Equipment Rebuild Fund up to $9,000;

F. From the Construction Reserve Fund up to $280; 


and, further, to designate the Selectmen as agents of the Town to expend 
such funds. (Recommended by the Budget Committee.) 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve 
Fund to be known as the Reappraisal of Property Fund for the financing of 
all or part of the cost of the re-appraisal of real estate in Town for tax 
assessment purposes, pursuant to RSA Chapter 35. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $10,000 
and make payment to the Reappraisal of Property Capital Reserve Fund. 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee.) 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to lease the second story of the 
Academy Building in Lyme Center to Lyme Historians, Inc. for the storage 
of Lyme historical artifacts for a term of ten (10) years with rent of 

One Dollar ($1.00) per year, and to authorize the Selectmen to enter into 
such lease, together with such other terms and conditions as the Selectmen 
deem to be in the long-term best interests of the Town. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Town By-Law "Regula- 
tion of Signs", adopted on March 13, 1979, as follows: 


A. Amend Paragraph 1 by adding at the end the following: "This by- 
law shall not apply to political advertising signs." 


(The purpose of this change is to exclude political advertising 
which cannot be regulated by a Town and which is already regulated 
under RSA 664:17 as to placement, conditions, and removal.) 


B. Amend Paragraph 13 - Variance by deleting the present paragraph 


(Article 8 continued) 


and inserting the following paragraph: 

“The Selectmen, upon request, may relax any requirements of this 
By-Law where there are special conditions, including but not 
limited to, unique or peculiar topographical features of the 
premises or unusual or unique conditions with regard to the 
visibility of proposed signs." 


(The Selectmen have found that they need additional flexibility 
because it is impossible to anticipate all of the special condi- 
tions which may arise.) 


Cy Amend Paragraph 2 by adding the following new section: 


2.3 Temporary Signs. Temporary signs are permitted for special 
events or for commercial purposes subject to the regulations 
contained in this By-Law. Temporary signs for special events 
shall be removed within one week after the event. Temporary signs 
for commercial purposes may be erected and maintained for a period 
of 30 days. 


D. Amend Paragraph 14 - Penalty, by adding the following at the end: 


Where a temporary sign is involved, the alleged offender shall 
receive the written notice and allowed 24 hours to comply with 
these regulations. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Lyme Building Permit 
Ordinance as proposed by the Selectmen for the purpose of providing informa- 
tion for the Inventory of real estate and proper installation of sanitary 
facilities. 


(A copy of the proposed ordinance is printed in the Town Report * 
and copies are posted and available at the Selectmen's Office.) 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to grant to Ricker Winsor and 
Francine Vidal-Winsor an exemption to build a small cabin on their land- 
locked wood lot, pursuant to RSA 674:41 (1) and (II) for the following 
reasons and upon the following conditions: 


A. The enforcement of the State statute would entail practical 
difficulty or unnecessary hardship and the circumstances of the case do not 
require the cabin to be related to the existing public highway; 


B. The erection of the cabin will not cause hardship to future pur- 
chasers of the property and will not cause undue financial impact on the 
Town of Lyme; 


C. It shall be a condition of such exemption that there will be no 
septic system or water system connection to the cabin, and the use of the 
premises shall be limited to seasonal or intermittent use, and no permanent 
residence shall be maintained thereon. 

(UNDER STATE LAW, THE WINSOR CABIN CANNOT BE ERECTED BECAUSE THE 
LOT ON WHICH IT IS LOCATED DOES NOT FRONT ON A PUBLIC HIGHWAY 
AND CAN BE REACHED ONLY BY A LICENSE OVER THE INTERVENING LAND- 
OWNERS' LAND. UNDER THESE CIRCUMSTANCES STATE LAW PROVIDES THAT 
THE LANDOWNER CAN APPEAL TO THE TOWN MEETING FOR AN EXCEPTION. 

A PUBLIC HEARING WILL BE HELD PRIOR TO THE TOWN MEETING ON THIS 
APPEAL.)

ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to rescind the designation of the 
following described portion of the Orfordville Road as a scenic road; 
namely, that portion of the Orfordville Road lying between the Orford-Lyme 
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(Article 11 continued) 


town line and a line which was 50 feet southerly of the intersection of the 
Orfordville Road with the Stonehouse Mountain Road, a distance of approxi- 
mately 350 feet from the town line.

ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise such sums of money as 
may be necessary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same, as recommended in the budget by the Budget 
Committee. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
apply for, contract for, and accept from the Federal or State government, 
or any subdivision thereof, or from private corporations, or individuals, 
funds, equipment, services, or grants and aid relative to relief from 
disaster, or for any purpose consistent with public need and benefit, and 
to authorize the Selectmen to disburse such funds as they deem necessary. 


ARTICLE 14. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, or Committees, or 
other officers heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of tax revenues, as provided under the Munici- 
pal Finance Act, RSA Chapter 33. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
sell at public auction or by advertised, sealed bids any real estate 
acquired by the Town through tax collector's deeds provided, however, that 
instead the Selectmen in their discretion may reconvey such real estate to 
the previous owner or to the heirs and/or devisees of such previous owner 
if they deem such action advisable. 


ARTICLE 17. To transact any other business that may legally be brought 
before this Town Meeting.

LYME BUILDING PERMIT ORDINANCE 


The Town of Lyme, at the Annual Town Meeting held on March 12, 1985, adopts 
the following ordinance: 


Purpose and Authority. The purpose of this ordinance is to require a 
building permit so as to inform the Selectmen with regard to the inventory 
of real estate and to insure the proper installation of sanitary facilities. 


1. When is a building permit required? A landowner must obtain a 
building permit: 


1.1 For the erection of any new building or structure with an 
estimated cost of more than $500, including the installation 
of mobile homes; 


1.2 The alteration, restoration, moving or demolition of any 
building or structure or part thereof, with an estimated cost 
of more than $500. 


2. Conditions for the Issuance of a Building Permit: 


2.1 The landowner shall provide sufficient information to the 
Selectmen with regard to the erection of a new building or 
structure or the installation of a mobile home, or the altera- 
tion, restoration, moving or demolition of any building or 
structure or part thereof, together with the estimated cost. 
The Selectmen may require additional information and may 
obtain such other estimates of cost as they deem necessary 
to carry out the purposes of this ordinance. Where required 
by State Law, the landowner shall provide a copy of the 
approval of a septic system from the New Hampshire Water 
Supply and Pollution Control Commission. 


3. Application and Action. The landowner shall complete the applica- 
tion for building permit on a form as provided by the Selectmen. 
The Selectmen shall act upon any application within 15 days after 
the receipt of a completed application. In the event the Select- 
men require further information, the Selectmen shall act upon the 
application within 15 days after the receipt of the additional 
information. If the Selectmen deny a permit, the reasons for 
denial shall be clearly stated in writing to the landowner. 


4. Duration of Permit and Transferrability. A permit shall be valid 
for a period of one year from the date of issuance and shall not 
be transferred to a subsequent landowner. 


5. Enforcement and Penalty. 


5.1 The Selectmen may, in the name of the Town, in addition to 
all other remedies provided by law, institute legal action 
for injunction, mandamus, abatement or any other appropriate 
action or proceeding to prevent or enjoin or abate or remove 
such unlawful erection, construction, alteration or recon- 
struction. 


5.2 Any violation of this ordinance may be made punishable by a 
fine of not more than $100 for each day that such violation 
continues after the conviction date.

AMENDED ARTICLE 10 


Ordinance of the Town of Lyme 
CONFLICTS OF INTEREST DEFINED and REGULATED 


The Town of Lyme, New Hampshire, pursuant to RSA 31:39-a ordains as 
follows: 


1. Declaration of Policy. Where government is based on the consent 
of the governed, every citizen is entitled to have complete confidence in 
the integrity of that government. Each local officer/employee of the Town, 
whether elected or appointed, including paid or unpaid members of various 
Town boards, commissions and committees (hereinafter referred to as 
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"officer/employee"), must earn and honor that trust by his/her conduct in 
all official actions. It is the purpose of this ordinance to ensure fair 
consideration of any application or matter to be voted upon, and also to 
ensure the appearance of fair consideration so as to maintain public con- 
fidence in the integrity of Town government. 


II. An officer/employee shall be disqualified to act on a matter 
before a Town board or agency because of conflict of interest as follows: 


A. Pecuniary Interest: When the officer/employee has direct 
pecuniary interest in a matter before the Town board or 
agency. Such interest includes, but is not limited to, an 
ownership interest, a mortgage interest, a creditor or debtor 
interest or relationship. 


B. Related by blood or marriage: When the officer/employee is 


directly related by blood or by marriage to the person 
requesting action, or opposing action on a matter before a 
Town board or agency. Directly related shall mean spouse, 
parent, child, brother, sister, uncle, aunt, niece, nephew, 
grandparent or grandchild. 


C. Employment Relationship: When the officer/employee, or a 
member of the officer's/employee's family (husband, wife, 


child) has an employment relation with the person requesting 
action or opposing action on a matter before a Town board 
or agency. 


D. Abutter: When the officer/employee is an abutter to the land 
which is the subject matter of action requested or to be taken 
by the Town board or agency. 


E. Prejudgment: When an officer/employee has taken a public 
position for or against the matter pending before the Town 
board or agency. This would constitute a prejudgment and/ 
or a bias as to the action to be taken. 


One or more of the above grounds for disqualification may apply, 
for example, relationship by blood or marriage to an abutter. 


III. Procedure: An officer/employee shall be under a duty to disclose 
pecuniary interest, a relationship by blood or marriage, an employment rela- 
tionship, the relationship of abutter, or prejudgment when a matter is before 
a Town board or agency of which the officer/employee is a member or parti- 
cipant. Thereafter, upon the request of any person, the officer/employee 
shall withdraw from the board's or agency's consideration of such matter, 
shall not sit with the remainder of the board, shall not participate in any 
consideration or discussion by the board and shall not vote. The officer/ 
employee may remain in the room where the board or agency is meeting but 
only as a member of the audience. Nothing contained herein shall prevent 
said officer/employee from exercising his/her rights as a citizen, includ- 
ing his/her right to speak as a member of the audience. 


Any person may inquire as to the possible conflict of interest 
of an officer/employee. Such officer/employee shall be obligated to inform 
the person of the existence of any interest he/she may have. The refusal 
to disclose shall constitute a disqualification and the officer/employee 
shall not participate further in the proceedings if requested to withdraw. 


IV. Removal Proceedings: Any person may appeal the refusal of an 
officer/employee to disqualify himself/herself, as required under this 
ordinance, to the Grafton County Superior Court, and may request that 
court to remove such officer/employee because of disqualification under 
this ordinance under the authority granted by RSA 31:39-a. 
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Vis Misuse of Information: Every officer/employee shall not use for 
his/her private gain or benefit information obtained by virtue of public 
office which is not generally known to the public. 


VI. Exemptions from this Ordinance: As to any matter presently pend- 
ing before a board or agency at the date of adoption of this ordinance by 
the Town Meeting, an officer/employee, not disqualified by New Hampshire 
Law, shall not be disqualified by this ordinance. 


VIL. Effective Date: This ordinance shall be effective as of the date 
of adoption by the Town Meeting. 


The following Amendment was made by Alan Greatorex and seconded: 


II: (to read) An officer/employee may be disqualified to act on a 
matter before a Town board or agency because of conflict of interest as 
follows: 


III: (to read) Procedure: An officer/employee should be under a 
duty to disclose pecuniary interest, a relationship by blood or marriage, 
an employment relationship, the relationship of abutter, or prejudgment 
when a matter is before a Town board or agency of which the officer/ 
employee is a member or participant. Thereafter, upon the request of any 
person, the officer/employee should withdraw from the board's or agency's 
consideration of such matter, should not sit with the remainder of the 
board, should not participate in any consideration or discussion by the 
board and should not vote. The officer/employee may remain in the room 
where the board or agency is meeting but only as a member of the audience. 
Nothing contained herein shall prevent said officer/employee from exercis- 
ing his/her rights as a citizen, including his/her right to speak as a 
member of the audience. 


Ni: Removal Proceedings: Any person may appeal the refusal of an 
officer/employee to disqualify himself/herself as required under this 
ordinance, first to the body which the officer/employee serves and then to 
the Grafton County Superior Court, and may request that court to remove 
such officer/employee because of disqualification under this ordinance 
under the authority granted by RSA 31:39-a. 


(NOTE: The amendment is indicated in II, III and IV above by under- 
lining the amended portions.)

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The year 1984 brought a number of new and exciting additions to the 
Town. 


In April the Board of Selectmen appointed Earl Strout, George Wolford, 
Peter Swart, Tony LaBombard and Luane Cole to the Computer Acquisition 
Committee. They volunteered many hours researching computer software and 
hardware. In July they presented their recommendations to the Board. In 
August a Televideo system was purchased with software from Business 
Management Systems, Inc. There are two terminals - one in the Selectmen's 
Office and one in the Town Clerk/Tax Collector's Office - and one printer. 
A few of us spent many more hours transferring information from our records 
onto the computer. We are reaping some of the benefits of the system 
already. As a result, more accurate and up-to-date records will be avail- 
able in the near future. 


The new fire engine arrived at the end of the summer and, unfortunately, 
has been put to use already. From all ‘reports, however, the fire depart- 
ment is proud and pleased with the performance of the fire engine. 


The Highway Department now has a water supply system in the Town Garage. 
The same water supply system was designed to accommodate the new dog kennel 
located nearby. The kennel is not completed to date because the winter set 
in before the cement slab was poured. All of the materials for the kennel 
are there, however, and we are awaiting the spring thaw to-complete it. 


The new culvert for Grant Brook on the Flint Hill Road still has not 
been put in place. This two year-old project encountered many hurdles, 
all of which have consumed a substantial amount of time to overcome. This 
project is number one on the priority list this year for the Selectmen and 
the Highway Department and will be tackled as soon as the water level 
permits. 


One of the many on-going projects of the Selectmen's Office is to 
up-date the current-use property applications. We thank those of you who 
took the time and trouble to correct your applications for current-use 
assessment. Those of you who did not do so may expect a reminder from us. 
Although up-dating these applications is quite a chore it is a necessary 
one and is needed to ensure more accurate records for future use. 


Another project of the Selectmen's Office this year was to inform 
property owners of the new State law requiring smoke detectors in all 
rental properties which took effect on July lst of 1984. We wanted to give 
owners advance notice of the law before we were required to enforce it. 

We accidently notified some people of the law who did not own rental pro- 
perty and we apologize to you. We request that those of you who own rental 
property, but who did not receive a notice, to please contact us and we 
will send you the pertinent information. 


Throughout the year the Selectmen also discussed some longer-term 
projects, including a "stump dump" and a capital improvement plan for our 
roads. We will be investigating these matters more thoroughly in this new 
year. 


The Selectmen would like to take a little space in this report to 
thank our staff. Most of you probably met Carole Bont, our administrative 
assistant. Her help has been astronomical and thanks to her the Board 
stays reasonably well organized and is able to handle the multitude of 
forms it receives and is required to complete. Becky Franklin's respon-

sibilities are awesome and we rely on her completely to keep our books as 
well as the books of most of the other Town departments. Without these 

two people the Selectmen's Office could not function. Special thanks goes 
to Patty Jenks and Margaret Dall. Patty has been helping the Town Clerk 
and Tax Collector as their Deputy and also spent many hours "feeding" the 
computer. Margaret has volunteered her Wednesday evenings to do a variety 
of activities in the office. Her jobs may not have been exciting but have 
been a tremendous help to us and allow her to receive the benefit of hands- 
on experience in an office.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


This has been a busy year for the Fire Department with the purchase 
of a new fire truck with 1,000-gallon per minute pump, 1,000-gallon tank, 
and all standard 1901 equipment.

TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN and STATE FOREST RANGER 


Our first forest fire prevention law was enacted by our State Legisla- 
ture ninety years ago. This early law set in place a cooperative forest 
fire prevention and suppression effort between city and town governments 
and State government. It simply stated that no open fire could be kindled, 
when the ground is free of snow, without the written permission of the 
town/city Forest Fire Warden. This law also stated that anyone kindling a 
fire without written permission shall be liable for the damage caused and 
subject to a $1,000 fine. 


During the past ninety years, this law has worked so well that it has 
remained unchanged. All open fires, when the ground is not covered with 
snow, must be authorized by the local Forest Fire Warden. Persons 
kindling a fire without a permit, when one is required, are liable for 
damages caused, fire suppression costs, and subject to a $1,000 fine.

This cooperative fire prevention law has contributed significantly to 
our nationally recognized annual forest fire loss record.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


As you can see from the yearly activity report below, the activity 
increased slightly during 1984. The major concern for me was the large 
increase in motor vehicle accidents. 


The Police Department went a little over its budget due to maintenance 
costs on the cruiser. We spent approximately $1,500 more on maintenance 
than was expected. 


During 1984 a new 8-channel radio was bought for the cruiser. This 
has proved to be a great aid. It has given us direct communication with 
the Highway Department as well as more emergency channels. A new light 
bar was purchased for the cruiser. Since it has been installed I have 
received no complaints on other drivers being blinded when approaching. 

It also enclosed the outside speaker for better protection of the speaker. 
Also the fence for a two-run kennel, for stray dogs, has been purchased 
and hopefully it will be erected this year, adjacent to the Highway 
Department garage.

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LYME HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


Report of the Board -- 1984 


The Agency, in keeping with its objectives, has continued to promote 
health, prevent disease and provide skilled nursing, physical therapy and 
home health aide services. 


For information, residents are encouraged to call 795-2661. Our office 
is staffed on Tuesday and Thursday mornings from 9-12. At other times 
messages will be recorded and calls will be returned promptly. Since the 
Agency is restricted to following a physician's directions in the care of 
the sick or injured, a medical doctor or the Fast Squad should be called 
in case of emergency. The emergency number for the Lyme area is 643-2222. 


Home Visits -- 


The Agency nurses made a total of 387 visits to 98 patients in 1984. 
There were’ 91 visits to 11 patients by the physical therapist. These were 
paid by Medicare, Medicaid and other third party payers, as well as by 
patient fees and the Town. Visiting services are available to all people 
of Lyme and are not denied for reason of inability to pay. 


Well Child Clinics —- 


Clinic sessions are held jointly with the Orford Agency on the second 
Thursday of each month - even months at the Lyme Congregational Church, 
from 9-11 A.M. Parents are encouraged to bring their infants and pre-school 
children regularly to assure proper development during early years. There 
is no charge for examinations, tests, or immunizations made by the medical 
personnel. 


The WIC (Women, Infants and Children) program available at the clinics 
provides nutrition information and supplementation for those who are 
eligible. 


In 1984 there were 89 visits by Lyme children from 30 families. 


Blood Pressure Clinics -- 


Blood pressure screenings were held on the fourth Thursday of odd 
months in our office (downstairs of Library) from 4-6 P.M. There were 
104 screenings. In the fall, at appropriate sessions, 47 influenza 
vaccinations were administered. In May a special session was held at which 
14 patients received measles vaccinations. 


Dental Clinics -- 

Screenings were held in June (at Orford) and in December (at Lyme) 
for pre-school children. 30 children from Lyme were examined. 
Homemaker/Home Health Aide —- 


The Agency continued to contract with Lebanon Area Health Care to pro- 
vide light housekeeping (Homemaker) and personal care (Home Health Aide) 
to homebound eligible patients. There were 66 homemaker visits and 
72 home health aide visits. 


Education Committee -- 


In conjunction with other Town organizations, the committee sponsored 
the Theater on Families presentation in March. In October a workshop, 
led by representatives of Planned Parenthood of the Upper Valley entitled 
The Unaskable Parent, was co-sponsored by the Mothers’ Discussion Group

and the Agency. The committee also displayed information and pamphlets on 
development, nutrition, safety and childhood diseases. 


Lyme Home Health Agency, Inc. -- 


This special fund was created to accept private donations to be used 
only to further or maintain the health of the people of the Town in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the donors. These monies cannot be returned to 
or used by the Town as general Town funds. In 1984 some of these funds 
were used to sponsor the special program Theater on Families. Some were 
used for dental care for a needy child. We also purchased a cane, a special 
walker and several other small items. Our thanks to the Utility Club and 
other donors who have made these monies available. 


Infant Car-Seat Rentals -- 


The seats are rented to parents of newborns for a one-time nominal fee 
of $5.00 (to be applied to maintenance and replacement of seats). In 1984 
3 seats were rented. 


Feasibility Study -- 


This year the Hitchcock Alliance undertook a study to consider the con- 
solidation of 7 Upper Valley community health agencies in the interest of 
improving services and cutting costs. The study indicated that over a 
period of three years, under consolidation, overall costs could be cut 
by 8 to 20%. During 1985 the agencies will convene to study in more detail 
the possible effects on individual agencies. 


Agency board meetings are held in the lounge in the basement of the 
library at 9 A.M. on the first Thursday of every other month starting in 
February. Interested residents are invited to attend. 


We wish to thank our staff and the many fine volunteers who have 
donated services throughout the year.

The Lyme Library (the Converse Free Library) has had a busy year. Cir- 
culation figures do not include the many visitors who come to see the exhibits, 
for peaceful reading, for information or for reference work without neces- 
sarily borrowing books, magazines, cassettes or records. The Balch and 
Conant Rooms are used on a regular basis by community groups and are avail- 
able for meetings with the Librarian in charge of the schedule. 


The Library is the School Library 2% days a week. The youngest grades 
come regularly for story hour and book borrowing. Grade III and up have 
classes in library procedure and the upper grades have frequent research 
projects. The Lyme Nursery School also visits the Library regularly. 

The summer children's program included Bookworm posters for readers, movies, 
a puppet workshop and a bookworm party under the trees. Another Blisters 
for Books running brought in over $1,700 which is reserved for the elemen- 
tary and juvenile sections. 


Thanks to the acquisitional skills of our librarian, Geneva Menge, the 
current adult selection is remarkably extensive in spite of the demise of 
the state bookmobile. The McNaughton plan for leasing books is used, the 
Library book sales are culled, gifts of books are welcomed. These are often 
given as memorials while others are donated for the book sales. All are 
welcome and one way or another enrich the Library. 


The cataloguing of several thousand books, distributed by the bookmobile 
when it ceased operation, is nearing completion. Hundreds of volunteer 
hours have gone into the task. Two lateral file cabinets have been pur- 
chased for the alphabetical storage of pamphlets and similar material for 
public use. Thanks to the Friends there is now a collection of Reading 
Aloud cassettes, a new way to read a book. The building, with its tenant 
offices, is working well with only a few minor adjustments or repairs 
needed. An ash tree has been planted at the southeast corner. 


The Friends of the Lyme Library (a group open to anyone interested) 
have sponsored many functions among which have been the Book Sales, the 
Quest Book Discussion series, Share-a-Trip programs, poetry and prose read- 
ings as well as the monthly exhibits and the opening receptions that 
accompany them. Notices of these events appear in the Church Newsletter 
and in the Valley News. The Friends have also helped in the major effort 
of making exhibits easier to hang. For all her organization of artists 
and exhibition space Rae Welch again deserves special thanks. 


Library hours, while school is in session, have been Monday 1-6, 
Tuesday 9-3, Wednesday 9-9, Thursday 9-3 and 6-9, Saturday 10-5. (13 of 
these hours are thanks to volunteers.) During vacations the Library is 
not open Tuesday and Thursday 9-3, but in summer there are some additional 
hours. Books to shut-ins are available on request and a book-exchange shelf 
is maintained in the bank.

REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMITTEE 


Chase Beach: The fence and gate were moved this year, creating a separate 
beach parking area and providing better access to the boat landing. The 
Swim Program was disappointing this year due to organizational and personnel 
problems. The program is being overhauled this year to -- 


.. establish a Swim Director who will work directly with one member of 
the Recreation Committee; 


-. conform to the Red Cross Progressive Swim Courses; 
-. provide greater supervision in teaching; and 


-.- continue to provide excellent and safe swimming for all residents 
of Lyme. 


We are very enthusiastic about our new plans and anticipate a productive 
and fun summer. 


Skating Rink: Another superb skating season was enjoyed this year. Work 
was done on regrading and levelling the skating area in preparation for the 
mew season, and a warming shed was built adjacent to it. 


Ski Program: This program was its usual success, due to good snow, excel- 
lent administration and teaching by parents, and the enthusiasm of its many 
students. 


Other Activities: The second annual Stanley Pushee Memorial Fishing Derby 
was again a great success, with much enthusiasm from fishermen and generous 
prizes donated by local merchants. 


Chase Field was active with Baseball and Softball League games all summer. 
The annual Softball League Tournament was hosted by Lyme and was extremely 
well attended. Thanks to the League, which maintains the field throughout 
the season. 


Once again, the committee very greatly appreciates all the time and work 
donated by volunteers in administering and teaching the Ski Program, pre- 
paring and maintaining the Ski Program, preparing and maintaining the 
Skating Rink, and all the other activities of the Committee. We wish to 
be responsive to the community and welcome suggestions and interest from 
townspeople.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission met regularly every month except for Decem- 
ber, usually on the first Monday. 


The Soil Conservation office finally produced a map of the Town soils 
which is being converted into a wetlands map, as required by the State 
Wetlands Board. A map of wildlife habitat and deer yards has been com- 
pleted by the Commission. The State has given us a map of the types of 
forest in the Sevigny property which is being color-coded for easier read- 
ing, and the plants and birds that live there are being listed. 


We recommended approval to the State Wetlands Board of two dredge and 


fill applications for bridge abutments, and recommended approval, with 
qualifications, of two applications for private ponds. These recommenda-

tions were accepted. 
| 
Two violations concerning brush being left too near to rights of way 
and brooks were investigatéd. 


A very successful Green-Up Day was held under the able leadership of 
Rae Welch. 


A geology walk, led by Phil Kerns, was held in July which was very well 
attended, and a nature walk to the Sevigny property was held iu August, 
which was not well attended. 


Milada Harlow continued monitoring our acid rain, reporting results to 
the Valley News. She also taught Environmental Studies to the first grade, 
and among other things helped them start an additional acid rain station. 


Two: camperships to the week-long SPNHF sponsored conservation camp were 
awarded to two eighth graders, and a bundle of fifty seedling trees and 
bushes were purchased for the Boy Scouts to plant along Trout Brook near 
Post Pond. 


The Commission, with several other organizations, sponsored a meeting 
on water resources, chaired by Geoff Dates of the Montshire Museum, for all 
Upper Valley Town officials, in April. In addition three members attended 
a meeting in Concord on Water Resources, and two went to the annual meeting 
of the New Hampshire Association of Conservation Commissions, also concerned 
with water resources. 


Next year we are planning to inventory our water resources and designate 
prime wetlands, as well as continuing our present activities.

LYME YOUTH COMMITTEE 


The Youth Committee and Youth Counselor have seen a shift in emphasis 
over the past year in the course of serving Lyme's young people and families. 
That shift has resulted in more interest in community activities centered 
around the family, and less need for direct intervention with troubled 
young people. 


Lyme has been fortunate in having a dedicated school staff, church and 
recreation groups, and increasingly aware parents, working together in the 
interests of our young people. Much credit for doing effective work with 
Lyme's teenagers goes to our police chief, Al Pomeroy, in addition. 


The Youth Committee members welcome this increasing cooperation among 
various groups in Lyme, and as a result we have begun to work in two vital 


areas: community education and youth advocacy. 


The committee's community education project, "Theater On Families", a 
series of dramas on family life, was held at the Lyme School in April, and 
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LYME YOUTH COMMITTEE - Continued 


was attended by over seventy-five families. The effort was supported by 
generous contributions by the Lyme School, the Utility Club, the Home Health 
Agency, the Police Department and the Lyme churches. 


The committee's youth advocacy project, "Jobs For Kids", a job-matching 
service for Lyme youth and community members, brought together over sixteen 
kids with energy and an interest in working, and adults with work to be 
done. This is an on-going project, and Lyme residents who want to partici- 
pate may do so by filling out a card at Nichol's Hardware bulletin board, 
or may call any member of the Youth Committee. 


Strengthening working relationships with others who serve Lyme families 
is a priority for the present youth counselor. A joint field trip to the 
Hulbert Outdoor Activity Center has just been completed with Lyme students 
and teaching staff. The purpose of the all-day trip was to build group 
skills, self-esteem, and cooperative spirit in the outdoor setting. Based 
on the enthusiastic response of the young people who took part in the ropes 
course, the river crossing, the trust fall, and other events, the activity 
was an investment in building understanding and respect between young people 
and adults who work with then. 


Close cooperation. with youth counselors in other Upper Valley towns 
has made it possible to discuss the problems and challenges facing all of 
our young people. Regular meetings are planned to work on’ the common needs 
of parents and children. 


Intervention and counseling have been reduced somewhat, while other 
efforts of the committee and youth counselor have increased, through more 
community education, youth advocacy, and preventive work with Lyme young 
people and their families.

LYME PLANNING BOARD 


In 1984 the Planning Board held 31 meetings and reviewed 21 subdivision 
proposals, including conceptual reviews, preliminary hearings and final 
hearings. 


In addition to processing subdivision applications, the Planning Board 
completed its work on a comprehensive review of the Town's Subdivision 
Regulations. Public hearings on the new regulations were held in July and 
the Regulations were adopted effective August 31. The revised Subdivision 
Regulations reflect changes in State law which took effect January 1, 1984, 
as well as the experience which the Planning Board has gained in reviewing 
subdivision applications and working on planning matters since the Town's 
Subdivision Regulations first went into effect in 1970. 


The Planning Board also continued its work on a Master Plan for the 
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LYME PLANNING BOARD - Continued 


Town. We expect to complete work on the Master Plan this year through a 
combined effort of the Planning Board and concerned citizens, with techni- 
cal assistance from the Upper Valley/Lake Sunapee Council, the regional 
planning commission for our area. 


Once the Master Plan has been completed, we believe that the Town 
should move ahead to develop a zoning ordinance. State law permits Lyme to 
develop zoning by-laws which are geared to the special needs and concerns 
of the Town. At the same time the Town can adopt a site plan review 
ordinance for the regulation of commercial, industrial and apartment 
development. We welcome help from anyone who is interested in working on 
any of these matters, including the Master Plan. Please contact any member 
of the Planning Board. 


At the beginning of the year the Planning Board appointed Miss Vicki 
Smith as its Secretary. Miss Smith is a professional planner on the staff 
of the Upper Valley/Lake Sunapee Council. We contracted with the Council 
to provide Miss Smith's services as an Administrative Assistant, to keep 
minutes, maintain files and attend to the paperwork involved in the sub- 
division process. Miss Smith also holds regular office hours for the 
Planning Board every Friday morning at the Town Offices. The arrangement 
has worked very well for the Town. We have had the benefit of an adminis- 
trative assistant who, as a professional planner, is also on call for 
general advice and assistance concerning all aspects of the Planning 
Board's work, including, in particular, the work on the Master Plan and 
Subdivision Regulations. Our proposed budget for 1985 includes $1,500 to 
fund this position. We expect that the cost will be covered by subdivision 
review fees and so will not be a direct cost to the Town. 


An important part of the Planning Board's work is to keep current on 
developments in land use regulation and planning. We do this in a variety 
of ways, including regular consultation with the Upper Valley/Lake Sunapee 
Council, the Office of State Planning and the New Hampshire Association of 
Regional Planning Commissions. We also attend meetings, sponsored by the 
Montshire Museum, of the Upper Valley Committee of Planning Board Members 
and the Association of Elected Officials. We attend the Municipal Law 
Lecture Series, sponsored by the New Hampshire Municipal Association and 
the Regional Planning Commissions. We also receive a monthly newsletter 
entitled "New Hampshire Environmental Land Use Planning Law'', published by 
the Environmental Law Clinic at Franklin Pierce Law Center in Concord, as 
well as a newsletter from the Office of State Planning. 


New Hampshire Law permits the appointment of alternate members to the 
Planning Board and we plan to appoint three alternate members. An alternate 
will be available to take the place of a regular member who is absent from 
any meeting. Alternates are expected to attend all Planning Board meetings 
and to participate in the Board's planning activities. Anyone who is 
interested in an appointment as an alternate member of the Planning Board 
should contact any member of the Board. . 


The Board holds regular meetings on the second and fourth Thursdays of 
each month at 7:30 p.m. in the Town Offices. The meetings are open to the 
public and all are welcome.

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LYME HISTORIC DISTRICT ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


After lengthy discussion and input from interested residents, the 
Lyme Historic District Advisory Committee makes the following recommenda- 
tions to the Town: 


1. That two National Historic Districts be established in the Town. 


a. encompassing the Common and limited surrounding areas, being 
both sides of the following streets leading from the Common: Union Street 
south to Grant Brook; the Back side of the Common; Market Street southeast 
to Grant Brook; Dorchester Road east to High Street, including the house 
on the northwest corner; Pleasant Street north to High Street, including 
the house opposite the corner, and Main Street west only to include Green 
Mountain Studios and the house at the end of the Common. 


b. encompassing Lyme Center, being both sides of the Dorchester 
Road east to Acorn Hill Road and west to Tannery Falls, including the two 
old houses near the bottom of Franklin Hill Road. 


2. That an Advisory Committee be formed of people who have expertise 
in various areas of historic preservation, from practical construction 
methods, design, registering properties on the National Historic Register, 
and knowledge of local history. This committee would be available as a 
resource to anyone who wanted its help. 


3. Because Lyme has such a great number of historic structures which 
would not be included in the two proposed historic districts, we feel 
that the Town should make a record through photographs and written descrip- 
tion of all historic structures (over 50 years old) in the town. Some of 
this work has already been done by the Lyme Historians and the Upper Valley- 
Lake Sunapee Council, and could be completed by a committee of interested 
persons. This record would be on permanent file in the Town Offices. 


4. That a committee be formed to work with the Lyme Historians to 
establish some time in the future one or more local historic districts. 


There are significant differences between National and Local historic 
districts. A National district is a group of buildings which are related 
architecturally and/or historically and which are listed in the National 
Register as a unit. A district can range in size from a complex of farm 
buildings to a town center, or larger. 


The National Register is the official federal listing of historic, 
architectural and archeological resources worthy of preservation. Inclu- 
sion in the National Register, in addition to honorific recognition, pro- 
vides a degree of protection from federally assisted undertakings which 
might adversely affect a listed property or jeopardize the property's 
environment. In Lyme this could be the rerouting of highways or widening 
them. Listing in the National Register only regulates use of federal 
funds that may affect the property and does not impose any legal require- 
ments on the owner. Property owners wishing to make any alterations to 
their buildings with private funds are perfectly free to do anything they 
want, even tearing down the property. 


In comparison, buildings in a local historic district are subject to 
whatever ordinances are decided upon by the local district commission at 
the time the district is established.

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LYME SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


The Lyme schools are gaining positive results during the 1984-85 
school year from many staff and community efforts started even before 
school opened in the fall. The School Board adopts specific goals each 
year, and we are pleased that the entire staff has consistently made strong 
efforts toward meeting our goals successfully. The curriculum is improved 
each year and better coordinated with area high schools. Visitors notice 
and comment favorably on the calm and studious school atmosphere. 


Curriculum is the heart of the school program, and some important 
changes and improvements have been made this year. The study of French 
has been added, and implementation of findings from a math curriculum study 
last year and a science and health curriculum review this year have helped 
create better coordination of programs within our school as well as between 
the Lyme schools and area high schools. 


In addition to a continuing emphasis on teaching basic subjects better 
each year, other events throughout the school months help round out the 
students' educational experiences by utilizing many valuable area learning 
resources. Here is a partial listing: 


-- The Montshire Museum brought a science exhibition last fall; 
-- Grades 6, 7 and 8 visited the Hulbert Outdoor Center in Fairlee; 
-- A school band practices regularly; 


--Many classes attend performances and enrichment programs at the Hopkins 
Center at Dartmouth; 


-- The use of school computers and the town library has increased; 


-- A federally funded summer program of our own design helps many students 
each year; 


-- Students who do superior work are recognized in each marking period by 
receiving Honor Roll listings and achievement awards; 


-- Guidance by the school staff has increased to help parents and 8th 
graders select the best and most appropriate high school for each 
graduating student. 


In support of our priority on keeping close ties between the school and 
our community, we obtained from the Mott Foundation last spring a $1,000 
grant to begin a Lyme Community/School Partnership Program. Our first 
project has been a concentration on finding new ways to keep the whole com- 
munity posted on the many events and activities which take place in school 
and outside school hours. We hope everyone has seen the first two issues 
of the "CSC REPORTS", which are packed with information. Each student 
should be bringing a "CSC" REPORT home, and additional copies are available 
free at several public places around Lyme. Anyone who missed either issue 
can get caught up by stopping in or telephoning. 


Two other CSC projects are the Route 10 signboard for special announce- 
ments and the "Supersitter" training course offered by Alice Peck Day 
Hospital for Lyme School students. 


Our planned maintenance program restored the exterior of the Plains 
School last summer. The front of the building was completely repainted, 
the other sides were touched up, and the front porch was rebuilt as a 
special project by members of the school board. This favorite Lyme building 


ay) ae 


is again as handsome as it appears in a 1913 photograph in "Patterns and 
Pieces". Well maintained school buildings and grounds reflect a sense of 
pride and respect, and usually help avoid some costly repair bills in 
future years. 


Through all this it is obvious that the school board serves two con- 
stituencies: the students, whose educational needs become greater each 
year, and all the town's residents, who expect us to be economical in what 
we provide. By all measurements, the school is doing well. Our children 
get both an excellent basic and as well-rounded a primary and middle school 
education as seems possible in a rural school, but our good reputation 
also reflects the staff's and board's efforts to be economical. Even 
though we have kept our budget increases small, in spite of some very 
demanding circumstances, our educational programs have become stronger and 
better. 


It is good to see that the Lyme community and school can work together 
to help enrich each other in many new ways, and the board appreciates very 
much the efforts and support given to the school by the staff and so many 
members of the community.

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TO THE CITIZENS OF GRAFTON COUNTY: 


Grafton County Commissioners submit the following report in a continued 
effort to communicate with you on a more direct basis. 


The County fiscal year 1985 tax rate to towns increased by 6.76%, mainly 
due to increased liabilities and mandates for service. One reason is 

that the child placement budget has escalated from $40,000 in fiscal year 
1982 to over $250,000 in fiscal year 1985. These costs are a direct result 
of RSA 169, when towns succeeded in getting laws changed to place financial 
responsibility on the counties. Also, the settlement statute, RSA 164, 
was changed regarding accumulating days for settlement, so that once the 
County has liability, the liability now remains with the County indefinitely. 
In addition, as experienced by towns and cities, the cost of nursing care 
has rapidly increased because of reduced federal and state funding, and 
will continue to increase at the local level with property taxes funding 
more of these services in the future. 


We anticipate some budget relief with the new unified court system as soon 
as total costs of the court operations are fully funded by the State, as 
intended in the legislation. 


Because of the increasing unfunded mandated services and the unknown nature 
of federal and state participation in those mandated services, it becomes 
more difficult each year to budget in a realistic manner - a problem shared 
in common with towns and cities. 


We are continuing energy conservation measures, with appreciable cost 
savings to the taxpayers. Window modification, with a five-year payback, 
is one of our long-term conservation measures, as well as modification to 
the heating control system. 


Correctional needs and facilities are continually monitored and reviewed to 
comply with current standards and regulations. Studies have been completed 
and new construction was not recommended at this time. 


In accordance with federal revenue sharing requirements, all county facili- 
ties and services are regularly reviewed for compliance with handicap 
regulations. 


The Commissioners hold regular weekly meetings every Monday and encourage 
public attendance. Grafton County budget is processed through May and June 
and the Commissioners welcome input and strongly recommend your attendance 
at the public hearing normally held in mid-June. 


We appreciate your continued interest and support.
